(148) UNESCO’S PROGRAMME 
FOR LIBRARIES 


1957-58 


The Unesco General Conference was held for the first time in a South Asian 
country, at New Delhi, from 5 November to 5 December 1956. This ninth 
session of the conference was under the presidency of Maulana Abul Kalam 
Azad, Minister of Education, India. The total number of Unesco Member 
States is now 80 and delegates attended from all but seven. Two new states, 
Morocco and Tunisia, were admitted during the conference. Space does not 
permit us to give more than a summary of the relatively small part of the 
conference concerned with the library and documentation programmes, 
which have some connexion with almost every Unesco department. 

The programme includes three main parts: continuing activities, ‘planned 
activities’ and projects involving ‘participation in Member States’ activities’. 


CONTINUING ACTIVITIES 


The continuing activities include, appropriately enough, continued support 
for the principal international non-governmental organizations in this field— 
the International Federation for Library Associations (IFLA), the Interna- 
tional Federation for Documentation (FID) and the International Council 
on Archives (ICA). Continued support will be given also to the International 
Committee on Social Sciences Documentation and to the International 
Council of Scientific Unions, including the ICSU Abstracting Board. In close 
relation to the work of the non-governmental organizations, the International 
Advisory Committee on Bibliography and the International Advisory Commit- 
tee for Documentation and Terminology in the Pure and Applied Sciences will 
continue their activities. A full meeting of the former will be held in 1957 and 
ameeting of its Bureau in 1958. Under the authority of the Advisory Committee 
on Bibliography a seventh volume will be added to the Unesco Bibliographical 
Handbooks series, a Directory of current Latin American periodicals which has been 
prepared in co-operation with the Pan American Union. Some active suppor- 
ters of the Unesco bibliographical programme will perhaps be disappointed 
that during the next two years this will be the only edition of this useful series. 
There will, in fact, be one other volume as was agreed under the programme 
of the previous two years, J. Meyriat’s Current bibliography of national official 
publications. 

The continuing programmes in scientific documentation will include work 
on the production of multilingual technical dictionaries. 

As readers of the Bulletin will remember from articles published last year, 
considerable importance was given by the International Advisory Committee 
on Bibliography to studies of new methods and techniques of documentation. 
The Libraries Division of the Cultural Activities Department and the Natural 
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Sciences Department will co-operate actively during the next two years in the 
development of this programme, although the Unesco funds available for it 
are limited. The main effort will be directed to assuring the co-operation of 
national agencies and the principal non-governmental organizations, the most 
important of which in this connexion is the FID. Although no detailed arrange- 
ments have yet been made, it is hoped that the IFLA and FID council 
meetings to be held at Aix-en-Provence in the autumn of 1957 may be pre- 
ceded by a meeting of a group of experts to study aspects of modern documen- 
tation which can usefully be made the subject of specially directed promotional 
work. 

Another continuing activity is the publication of IJndex translationum: as 
compared with the first volume of the current series of the Index which listed 
some 8,500 translations published in 30 countries, the eighth volume which 
has recently appeared lists 24,275 translations from 52 countries. 

A most important project within the continuing activities is that concerned 
with the proposed international convention or agreement for the exchange 
of publications. The members of the committee of experts who met in Unesco 
in February 1956 may feel gratified that their hard work has been given 
the fullest recognition by the General Conference by its acceptance of 
their recommendations. This does not mean that the conference has agreed that 
there shall be an international convention to regulate publications exchange, 
but rather that the Director-General now has the authority of the conference 
to proceed with the preparation of a draft convention for submission to a later 
conference. To assist him in this work a small committee of experts will be 
convened during 1957. 


‘PLANNED ACTIVITIES’ 


The so-called ‘planned projects’ in the programme of the Unesco Libraries 
Division previously included the large-scale and long-term public library pilot 
projects, for example, the existing pilot library in Medellin, Colombia, and 
one that is now to be started in eastern Nigeria. For administrative reasons 
these have now been transferred to the ‘Aid’ or ‘Participation’ programme. 
The Libraries Division programme now includes only one ‘planned project’ 
of importance—a seminar to be held in Europe, on one or more aspects of 
national library work. Three aspects of national library work have been selected 
as possible subjects of discussion at this seminar: the organization of a national 
library, its bibliographical services and its exchange services. It remains to be 
decided which of these can effectively be discussed in a single meeting. It is 
proposed to hold the seminar in eastern Europe, but no decision has yet been 
taken. Preparation for the seminar will start in 1958 although the seminar 
itself cannot probably be held until 1959. 


PARTICIPATION IN MEMBER STATES ACTIVITIES 


The ‘Participation’ programme makes use of the funds voted by the conference 
to enable Unesco to contribute the services of experts, equipment, or fellow- 
ships to help Member States to carry out projects which they have already 
decided to undertake. There is some scope in this programme for the use of 
funds for regional conferences. The conference allocation of funds for partici- 
pation projects in the libraries field is more than twice that of previous years, 
but the demands from all parts of the world are so great that certainly not 
more than a part of them can be fully met. The programme as presented to the 
General Conference suggested the following fields of activity for which aid 
could be given: public libraries, national and university libraries, bibliogra- 
phical services, archives and collections of manuscripts, professional training 
of librarians, international exchange of publications and microfilm services. 
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The first obligations are, of course, to maintain existing projects and several 
of these absorb a large part of our resources: the pilot library in Colombia, 
the pilot library in eastern Nigeria (not yet started although full commitments 
have been made), the mobile microfilm unit in Paraguay which is later to 
extend its services to other Latin American countries, and the programme for 
the development of public library services in Afghanistan and Jordan. 


MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN OCCIDENT AND ORIENT 


One of the outstanding features of the General Conference was the enthusiastic 
acceptance of the proposal to launch a Unesco major project to develop mutual 
appreciation of Eastern and Western cultural values. This was presented to the 
conference as a comparatively modest project, involving some extension of 
existing activities which contribute towards Orient-Occident understanding— 
such as the art albums and translations, and international meetings of philo- 
sophers and historians—with the addition of a few extra activities, including 
the production of a guide to the library sources of materials relating to the 
Orient. The conference, however, decided to give far greater emphasis to this 
work; it considerably increased the available funds and appointed a committee 
of experts from 18 named countries to work out a good programme. There is 
little doubt that, in such a large-scale work of cultural communication, libraries 
in both East and West will have an important contribution to make. 


ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES 


The staffing of the Unesco Libraries Division has been changed, so that there 
will now be two and not three sections. Formerly the three sections dealt, 
respectively, with public libraries, with national, academic and eo: libraries 
and bibliography, and—the clearing house—the exchange of publications, 
microphotography, etc. Under the new arrangement there will be two sections 
only. It is probable that one will deal with the education of librarians and with 
all projects and clearing house work directly concerned with ‘libraries as such’. 
The second section will deal with what are sometimes called ‘related services’, 
in many cases conducted by libraries, but very often services in which libraries 
share but do not necessarily have the major part, i.e., exchange of publications, 
bibliography and documentation, and everything concerned with micro- 
photography. 

Unesco’s responsibilities in the development of libraries and documentation 
services and all these related services have never diminished. It has often been 
thought that the Unesco ‘process’ was to set something afoot and then to stand 
back and allow it to be conducted by those outside Unesco. This, in principle, 
has been our policy with regard to the exchange of publications, but no sooner 
did we decentralize to the national exchange centres than the demand for 
the arrangement of a new international convention was presented to Unesco 
by the exchange centres themselves. There has been, of course, a constant 
enlargement of Unesco’s work owing to the rapid growth of its membership; 
10 years ago there were 27 Member States, now there are 80—all of them 
making demands for Unesco’s help in their library development and offering 
their help in the promotion of libraries throughout the world. 





EDUCATION FOR LIBRARIANSHIP 


Education for librarianship has always been a leading interest of Unesco, and in recent years 
almost every library development project in the Aid to Member States programme has 
included educational activity, notably by the award of many fellowships and by arranging 
for our experts to organize training classes in the countries of their missions. But, whatever 
Unesco has been able to do usefully in this way, the fundamental problem of training 
professional librarians is one which must be faced nationally by the creation of good 
national schools. The two articles below are the first in a series which we will be publishing 
in the course of the next few years to describe schools for librarianship in the widely 
differing conditions which are to be found in Unesco Member States. It 1s hoped that the 
articles will stimulate interest internationally in education for librarianship and encourage 
direct exchange of information and ideas between the heads of schools. 

Many readers of the Bulletin may feel that their own experiences in organizing library 
education in their country might be of interest to other people with similar problems else- 
where. If so, they are asked to write to the Bulletin in view of the possibility to publish 
an article on their expertences in this series. 


(149) LIBRARY TRAINING 
IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA

In Czechoslovakia, as in many other countries, librarianship has become a 
profession demanding specialized qualifications which can only be acquired by 
study at a specialized school or university. 

At the present time training for library work in Czechoslovakia is given at 
two levels, secondary and university. 


SECONDARY TRAINING 


Library training at the secondary level is given in schools specially devoted to 
adult education in Prague, Brno and Bratislava. These schools are a kind of 
higher technical secondary school where, in addition to general educational 
subjects, instruction is given in all the basic subjects of library theory and on 
practical work in the various types of libraries. ‘he course lasts four years. 


UNIVERSITY TRAINING 


Secondly, librarianship constitutes a special university department. Since 1950, 
the Faculty of Philology at the Charles University in Prague and the Faculty 
of Philology at the Komensky University at Bratislava offer a five-year course 
in librarianship. 

During these five years, studies are divided into three main sections: what 
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js known as the ‘common foundation course’ embracing all subjects common 
to all departments represented in the faculty; secondly, librarianship proper; 
and thirdly, what are called the ancillary subjects (for instance, the Czech 
language, or a special aspect of technology), the study of which extends over 
the first seven semesters. 

The common foundation course covers, in eight semesters, and in gradual 
stages, the main elements of Marxism-Leninism, dialectical and _ historical 
materialism, political economy, and finally the study of languages. 


LIBRARY COURSES 


In the first and second years, lectures are given on two basic library subjects, 
general bibliography (basic theory, the history and present-day position of 
bibliographical organization in Czechoslovakia and abroad), and cataloguin 
(author catalogues in the first year, and subject catalogues—systematic pee | 
alphabetical subject catalogues—in the second year). From the first to the 
sixth term, practical work in cataloguing and bibliography runs concurrently 
with the courses on theory. A third series of basic librarianship lectures in the 
first year deals with the history of letters, books and printing; it is supplemented 
in the fourth year by an outline of modern printing techniques. 

During the second year, the students begin two new subjects: educational 
psychology, forming the basis of practical work on services to readers which 
comes later in the curriculum, and the technique and organization of library 
work. 

In the third year, apart from the continuation of the lectures already men- 
tioned, courses are also given on the history and organization of libraries, 
providing not only an historical survey of the development of library work in 
Czechoslovakia and abroad, but also of its present-day position and organ- 
ization. In the third year also there begins a series of lectures on special biblio- 
graphies, spread over two years and covering bibliographies of Marxism- 
Leninism, natural science and medical literature, technical literature, and 
agricultural literature. 

In the fifth year there are lectures, in the winter semester only, covering 
certain aspects of present-day library problems (particularly those common 
to all libraries throughout the world), and some supplementary and specialized 
lectures, e.g., reader psychology, scientific and industrial organization, and 
planning in libraries, etc. 

The lectures proper are not only supplemented by the practical exercises 
already mentioned, but also by compulsory practical training in all types of 
libraries, usually at the beginning and end of each school year, and by guided 
visits to libraries. 

The course in librarianship finishes during the tenth semester when the 
student is required to submit and defend a written thesis and to sit the State 
final examinations in Marxism, librarianship, bibliography and the subjects 
in which he has specialized and chosen for his thesis. 

At present there is a total of 90 regular students spread over the five years. 


SUPPLEMENTARY COURSES 


In addition to its regular courses, the chair of librarianship also organizes a 
five-year correspondence course for which about 80 students are at present 
enrolled, these being practising library workers from Prague and all regions 
of Bohemia and Moravia. These correspondence courses are so organized that 
two-day consultative meetings are held three times each term, when the 
students are instructed in bibliography and the main elements of librarian- 
ship, and are given explanations of anything that has caused them difficulty 
in their studies. 
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For specialists employed in scientific libraries, the chair of librarianship 
arranges, in collaboration with the University Library, one-year courses 
covering a total of 200 to 240 lecture-hours (instruction is given once a week 
for a full day) at which lectures in a condensed form are delivered on all the 
technical library subjects covered by the university course. 

In 1953, the chair of librarianship in Prague started a course for post- 
graduates at the highest level, open to holders of a university degree who have 
had two years’ practical experience and intend to devote themselves to scientific 
work either at a university or in some other scientific sphere. 

Whereas in the past the holder of the chair was mainly concerned with 
pedagogic problems, he is now also interested in the research and scientific 
aspects. 

Uniform instruction constitutes a guarantee for the creation of a uniform 
network of libraries and does away with all the superfluous, exaggerated dif- 
ferences between various types of libraries such as existed in the past. The words 
of the director of the National Library in Paris, Julien Cain, at the Brussels 
International Library Congress in 1955, form the slogan on which our work 
is based: ‘L’unité de doctrine suppose l’unité de formation et un certain esprit 
de corps.’ 


(50) LIBRARY TRAINING IN ISRAEL

A thorough and up-to-date study of the library situation in Israel was 
conducted on behalf of Unesco by Professor Leon Carnovsky of the Graduate 
Library School, University of Chicago (U.S.A.), in the winter of 1955, and 
was published by Unesco in 1956.! In this study Professor Carnovsky dwelt 
upon the wealth of reading material in the libraries of Israel, which number well 
over 700. At the same time he deplored the absence of trained personnel in 
many of these libraries, with the unavoidable consequence of frequently inade- 
quate service: thus some invaluable collections are either not recorded at all, or 
recorded so imperfectly that is it impossible to know what is available, and 
serve the reader and scholar with any degree of efficiency. The same goes for 
the arrangement and control of material, which often suffer from lack of 
professional guidance. There could be only one solution to this problem—the 
establishment, for the first time in Israel, of a library school on a post-graduate 
level, affiliated with the Hebrew University, that would train its students to 
become professional librarians. 


FIRST ISRAELI LIBRARY SCHOOL 


Acting upon this recommendation, Unesco sent the present writer to Jerusalem 
in the winter of 1956 in order to implement Professor Carnovsky’s programme 
of library education for Israel. At the same time Unesco sent some valuable 
equipment for the future school, including a card catalogue, a filing cabinet, 
a film projector with films, three typewriters, a Kardex visible file, etc. Thus 
began a period of preparatory work, mostly devoted to the composition of an 
adequate curriculum and faculty, and to the selection and ordering of study 
books. The school was scheduled to open in November 1956, under the direc- 
torship of Dr. Curt Wormann, director of the Jewish National and University

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Library. The first class in cataloguing was, in fact, held on 6 November, 
marking the beginning of the school year 1956/57. 

The purpose of the school is to develop in students the understanding of the 
role of the library in human civilization, adequate knowledge of books and 
bibliographies, an appreciation of the needs of library users, and a thorough 
knowledge of library techniques. Emphasis is laid both on the academic side 
of librarianship and upon its social and educational role, especially in con- 
nexion with the integration of new immigrants into the cultural life of the 
nation. 

Since the school is on a post-graduate level, the students are holders of uni- 
versity degrees (with only a few exceptions, each case having been fully weighed 
and judged upon its merits by the five-man School Board). A working knowledge 
of English and some knowledge of a second foreign language are also required. 

Among the 27 students selected out of 52 registered applicants, there are 
some librarians of the Jewish National and University Library, the director 
of a municipal library system in a suburb of Tel Aviv, a few librarians working 
with children and young people, and some who have no experience yet, but 
wish to make librarianship their profession. They will have a 32-week course 
at the rate of 24 hours per week, divided into two semesters. The subjects 
covered are: cataloguing, classification, administration, bibliography, history 
and technique of writing and printing, history of libraries, and the library in 
society. Students who hold only B.A. degrees are required to devote six hours 
out of the weekly 24 to elective courses at the university. Several hours a week 
are devoted to practice work. At the end of the school year the students will 
all undergo a training period of one month in a library selected by the school, 
and upon completion of examinations, they will receive a diploma awarded 
by the university. 

The teachers are very enthusiastic about the school and have every hope, 
with Unesco’s help, of succeeding in training a group of professional librarians 
able to cope with the many difficult tasks that await them in various libraries 
of the country. 


MODEL PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Parallel with the setting up of the Library School, another project was begun 
with the help of Unesco: the establishment of a small mead public library in 
Kiriat Yovel, a suburb of Jerusalem, inhabited chiefly by new immigrants. 
This library will not only serve the local population, but will also provide a sort 
of experimental laboratory for the Library School students, who will do some 
professional work there. The premises have been provided by the Hadassah 
Medical Organization in whose new Health and Community Centre the library 
will be housed. The Ministry of Education is helping with the acquisition of 
Hebrew material, to which the Jewish National and University Library is also 
contributing. Unesco has provided the sum of $6,000 for equipment, non- 
Hebrew books, records and art reproductions, which have been selected accord- 
ing to the needs of the various ethnic groups. When completed, the Kiriat 
Yovel public library will have a collection of approximately 4,000 volumes, not 
counting periodicals and children’s books, and a fairly large collection of musi- 
cal records and art reproductions. The library will offer not only reading faci- 
lities, but also concerts of recorded music, lectures, documentary films, book 
discussions, possibly classes in Hebrew language and literature, and such other 
educational activities as may be considered desirable. 





(151) CHICAGO CATALOGUING 
CONFERENCE

In continuation of the series of articles on the state of catalogue code revision in various 
countries,’ we give below a report by A. H. Chaplin on an important conference on the 
subject, held in June 1956 at Chicago (U.S.A.), which provides a sequel to Wyllis 
E. Wright’s survey published in the Bulletin (Vol. 1X, No. 7, July 1955). 


Since 1908 the Anglo-American code has been a powerful influence on cata- 
logues far outside the bounds of the English-speaking world for which it was 
designed. The publication in 1949 of an elaborate American revision of this 
code was therefore an event of international importance. Still more important 
was the flood of criticism which this revision provoked, and which led the 
American Library Association (ALA) to undertake a radical reconsideration 
and revision of the code on the basis of a new formulation of cataloguing 
principles. ; 

The twenty-first Annual Conference of the Chicago Graduate Library School, 
held in June 1956 under the title “Toward a Better Cataloguing Code’, came 
at a critical moment. The ALA’s Code Revision Committee had drafted a 
‘statement of objectives and principles’ and was about to appoint an editor 
who, under the direction of the committee, would undertake the embodiment 
of these principles in a set of rules. Though convened independently of the 
ALA, the conference brought together a number of the most respected Ameri- 
can experts on cataloguing, several of them members of the Code Revision 
Committee or of the Steering Committee which had been preparing the ground 
for its work. The proceedings of the conference’ provide a synopsis of American 
thought about cataloguing at the moment when detailed work on the drafting 
of a new code was about to begin. 

The new code will include both rules for entry (i.e., choice and form of 
headings) and rules for description. Current criticism is directed mainly at 
the ALA code, which deals with authors and title entry only, rather than at 
the more recent companion code, the Library of Congress Rules for descriptive 
cataloguing. It is probably for this reason that discussion at the conference 
centred on rules of entry in an author-title catalogue. 


CRITICISM OF PREVAILING CATALOGUING PRACTICES 


Taken as a whole, the contributions were remarkable for their radical criticism 
of prevailing cataloguing practices. They were unanimous in condemning 
three features of the 1949 ALA code: first, that it is not based on clear principles 
and therefore contains many rules which are redundant, or are inconsistent 
with one another; second, that by attempting to give detailed instructions 
for every possible case it encourages the kind of ‘legalistic’ cataloguing which 
concentrates attention on the correct interpretation of rules rather than on 
fulfilment of the practical functions of the catalogue; third, that it is not 
logically constructed—as for instance in its failure to preserve a distinction 
between rules for the choice and for the form of headings. There was general 
agreement also on one of the chief causes for the difficulty of making satisfactory

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catalogues: the conflict, long ago recognized by Panizzi, between the catalogue’s 
function of locating a particular known book and that of exhibiting together all 
editions of a given work and all works by a given author. The point was made 
in more general terms at the conference by Richard S. Angell, of the Library 
of Congress, when he said that a catalogue must respond to two kinds of search, 
‘(a) for a known item known to be useful, and (b) for an item that would be 
useful if known’.' Nor was any objection raised to the demand for economy 
by the Steering Committee: ‘Economies in the construction of the catalogue 
should be emphasized, up to the point where they would result in a clear and 
demonstrable loss in the effectiveness with which the catalogue serves its various 
purposes.’ A valuable contribution by R. S. Sovarik, of Stanford University, * 
developed this theme, and showed that the cost of cataloguing must be con- 
sidered as an important item in the cost of the library’s bibliographical services 
as a whole. 


PRINCIPLES OF CATALOGUING 


The conference revealed differences of opinion, as to the way in which the 
agreed functions of the catalogue should be translated into principles of cata- 
loguing. They centred round three questions: 

1. Do ‘natural’ headings exist, or should the structure of the catalogue be 
determined by an abstract principle, such as the principle of authorship? 

2. Should the words appearing on the face of a document take precedence, 
as a source for headings, over words describing the work which the docu- 
ment contains? 

3. Should cataloguing be based on the ‘readers’ approach’ (either imagined, 
or ascertained by research), or on a logical structure which the readers 
must learn to understand? 

These are all variants of one fundamental question: Should priority be accord- 
ed to the location of a particular book or to the juxtaposition of entries 
for groups of books linked by such characteristics as content or authorship? 
This question will require an answer so long as the idea of ‘main entry’ is 
retained—as it must be retained in catalogues in which (as in many union 
catalogues) each book is represented by only one entry, or in which (as in 
catalogues in book form) the repetition of identical entries must be avoided for 
reasons of economy. The conflicting points of view were most strikingly 
displayed at the conference in the contributions of R. S. Angell* and Seymour 
Lubetzky. The former was of the opinion that ‘direct access to known items... 
should be the basis for choice of the element for primary access’, that ‘the 
element chosen as the principal one ... should be the attribute which the 
record itself. . . shows to be of principal signification’, and that it was only 
‘because most library items were books and because most books have authors’ 
that ‘author became the principle for the choice of entry’. Lubetzky, in his 
reply‘ expressed the view that the search for ‘natural’ headings could only 
lead back to the chaos of the alphabetical catalogue of pre-Panizzi days, 
that ‘cataloguing must concern itself not only with the book in hand, but with 
the work contained in it, not only with the author’s name but with the 
author’s identity’, that there must be a principle to ‘determine the basis 
for the organization of entries in the catalogue’, and that ‘readers’ approaches’ 
are far too various and inconsistent to provide such a guide. It will be part 
of the Code Revision Committee’s task to find practical answers to the questions 
raised in this debate.

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INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION 


It is interesting to note that the points in dispute are closely related to those 
recorded as ‘requiring further study’ by the IFLA Working Group on Inter. 
national Co-ordination of Cataloguing Principles—e.g., degree of dependence 
on the title-page in the choice of headings, and permissibility of ‘subject’ 


headings in an author-title catalogue.' The international significance of (15! 
catalogue code revision was not ignored by the conference; it was the theme 
of two papers, by Andrew D. Osborn, of Harvard, and by the writer. Osborn? Thi 
was concerned with the possibility of reconciliation between the two most Cou 
influential schools of cataloguing practice—the Anglo-American and the the 
German.

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(152) KOCHI CITIZEN’S LIBRARY, JAPAN 

This library, established in August 1947 as a library of Kochi’s Municipal 
Council, was opened to the public the following year and in 1949 was named 
the Kochi Shimin Toshokan (Kochi Public Library), with a collection of 
5,000 volumes. The open shelf system has been adopted and two mobile 
libraries have been organized; one to serve suburban and rural districts, 
and the other to meet the needs of farmers’ and labour groups. In 1955 a 
branch library was opened and by 1956 the library’s collection had increased 
to over 40,000 volumes and the number of library users had risen to 400-500 
daily as compared with 200 in 1947. 

The National Mayors’ Council has selected this library as being one of the 
ten best municipal libraries in Japan. It is making great progress as a social 
and adult education centre, organizing reading campaigns, book circulation 
services, club activities, children’s services, etc. In 1958, it is planned to recon- 
struct and enlarge the library’s present premises, and this will allow a consi- 
derable expansion of its activities. Four more branch libraries will be opened, 
each capable of serving some 30,000 people, its collections will gradually be 
increased to 85,000 volumes and audio-visual materials will be obtained. In 
addition, it is planned to establish a microfilm centre, which will microfilm 
archival materials on local manners, folklore, customs, etc. Services for children 
and young people will include picture-story shows, magic lantern shows, story- 
telling, group visits, organization of children’s clubs, concerts, etc.

(153) INTERNATIONAL ACCESS 
TO LIBRARIES 


In 1955, as announced in the Bulletin (Vol. UX, No. 11-12, item 700), the 
Director-General, on the suggestion of a correspondent from the United States 
of America, decided to investigate the possibility of establishing a Unesco- 
sponsored internationally valid library card to give travelling research workers 
the benefit of readers’ privileges and general services in university and research 
libraries all over the world. A questionnaire elicited replies from the National 
Commissions of 34 states. 


THE UNESCO INQUIRY 


As the inquiry developed, it became increasingly clear that the establishment 
of an internationally valid card was vastly more complex than either the 
Secretariat or most of its official or unofficial correspondents had realized. The 
first instinct of most people was to give their approval to the idea. In fact all 
the replies, with the exception of those from Belgium, Luxembourg, Norway 
and the United States, supported the establishment of a card and some went 
so far as to include detailed opinions concerning the categories of libraries 
that should be covered by such a card, particulars to be inscribed on it, quali- 
fications for receiving it, period of validity and other points. Six countries 
(Australia, Denmark, Italy, Netherlands, Sweden, and Switzerland) while 
supporting the idea of a card for use when required, said that a card was not 
necessary to obtain access to their own libraries. Other countries, however, 
indicated that, although they were generally in favour of the idea, an interna- 
tional library card would not enable them to dispense with formalities for the 
admission of foreign readers. Such a card would not be considered as a special 
privilege but as a recommendation to be considered under the regulations 
applicable to all who sought access to a library. 

This last group of opinions and the more definitely negative opinions expres- 
sed notably by the United States coincided with the view formed by the Secre- 
tariat after a very careful study, not only of the desirability of laissez-passers to 
help travelling research workers, but of the feasibility of creating one which 
could actually fulfil the functions expected of it. 


PRESENT PROBLEMS AND POSSIBILITIES 


The conclusion of the inquiry can be summed up by saying that almost every- 
one recognizes that travelling scholars are often faced with unnecessary and 
time-consuming obstructions to their use of libraries abroad. ‘To overcome 
these difficulties serious research workers must themselves show more initiative 
in obtaining sufficiently impressive and explanatory letters of introduction, 
translated, if possible, into the languages of the countries they visit. Even if the 
traveller had an ‘internationally valid’ card it would most probably not possess 
the authority of a good letter and many librarians would in any case expect a 
letter to back it up. 

A card, at best, could only indicate in general terms the name and status of 
a traveller and the status and nature of his studies; a good letter of introduc- 
tion can be specific and detailed. But if it is necessary for travellers to come 
properly equipped with introductions (of the kind which any serious worker 
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can obtain) it is equally necessary for librarians to improve their methods of 
receiving foreign visitors. They must learn to discriminate between casual 
tourists and serious scholars and must give the latter the best possible service. 

Apart from the question of whether or not a card would in fact provide tra- 
vellers with a valid introduction there appear to be many purely economic and 
technical difficulties in printing the cards and issuing them to the right people 
at the right time sufficiently cheap. 

It is believed that although a universally valid international card would be 
difficult to establish and would have limited value, it is possible that regional 
cards issued by competent regional authorities such as the Council of Europe, 
the Arab League and the Organization of American States might be wcll. 
This opinion is based on the experience of the Council of Europe card (see 
Bulletin, Vol. X, No. 2-3, item 126) which has been in existence for some years 
and which, within the limited area of western Europe, seems to give travelling 
scholars and research workers a useful laissez-passer. 

At some future date it is hoped that Unesco may be able to follow up the 
implications of this inquiry in various practical ways. In the meantime, we 
shall be interested to receive further comments on the problems of access by 
travelling scholars and research workers to libraries in foreign countries.

2nd edition, revised 
and enlarged. Paris, Unesco, 1956. About 424 p. About $6; 30s;

The second edition of this register, which was first published in 1953 and 

rapidly became out of print, contains detailed information (including changes 

which had occurred up to the end of 1955) on the legislation, legal institutions 

and publications of most countries in the world. It includes a survey of the 

main sources of documentation in each country (constitutions, legislation and 

administrative regulations, law reports, etc.), and detailed information on 

existing legal research and documentation centres. 

The volume is bilingual, English/French.

This temporary catalogue in stencilled form lists alphabetically by authors all 

Turkish books written in Arabic available in the Turkish National Library 

of Ankara. The first printed book in Turkey appeared in 1729. Until 1928— 

date of the adoption of Latin characters—the number of Turkish publications 

printed in Turkey in Arabic script was estimated at 30,000. The Turkish Na- 
tional Library is attempting, with the collaboration of other Turkish libraries, 
to establish a complete bibliography of all these works. 

Volume II of this temporary catalogue ‘is in preparation. The complete 
catalogue will be printed Sar. 


(156) ScHELLENBERG (T. R.). Modern archives: principles and _ techniques. 
Chicago, University of Chicago Press, 5750 Ellis Avenue, 1956.

In this treatise on the care of modern public records, the author, Director of 
Archival Management, National Archives, Washington, D.C., discusses the 
principle of archival development, with particular reference to the manner in 
which public records are kept while in current use, and their subsequent treat- 
ment in archival repositories. He deals with the relation of the principles and 
techniques of an archival institution to those of a library, the relation of the 
various activities in an archival institution to each other, and the relation of 
the principles and techniques of European archival institutions to those of the 
United States. 


(157) Matcrés (L.-N.). La Bibliographie. Paris, Presses Universitaires de 
France, 108, boulevard Saint-Germain, 1956. 134 p. 17.5 11.5 Cm. 
(‘Que sais-je?’. Le point des connaissances actuelles.) 156 Fr.fr. 
After describing the aims and giving a definition of bibliography, the author 
briefly surveys its history from the fifteenth century up to the present day. Miss 
Malclés gives short sketches of the leading bibliographers of each period and 
their works. The chapter on bibliography since 1914 includes lists of the most 
important current national bibliographies in existence in 1955 and the main 
retrospective national bibliographies published during the twentieth century.

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(158) U.S. Liprary or Concress. Union catalog of hand-copied books in braille. 

Washington, The Library, 1956. viii+-581 p. $4.25. 
A composite record of all readable braille books in 38 key libraries and orga- 
nizations throughout the United States. More than 15,000 titles are listed, the 
majority of which exist only in single hand-brailled copies. The titles are 
grouped by subject according to the Dewey Decimal Classification, and there 
is a comprehensive index of authors and titles. In conjunction with the Catalog 
of press braille books provided by the Library of Congress, this catalog provides a 
comprehensive guide to braille books. 


(159) Movunasses (Jamal). Al Maktaba: a selective Arabic bibliography for 
Iraq, jordan, Lebanon, and Syria. Vol. 1, 1956. Harissa (Lebanon), 
St. Paul’s Printing Press, 1956. 22 15 cm. 

This selective bibliography of Arabic publications issued in Iraq, Jordan, 

Lebanon, and Syria is a first attempt to fill a long-felt gap. Volume 1, part 1 

lists over 70 books which appeared during the first six months of 1956. The 

annotated entries are arranged in Dewey Decimal Classification order, the 

broad outlines of which are given in English and Arabic. Each entry appears 

in Arabic with the English translation on the opposite page. Each annual 

volume is divided into two parts, one for each semester. 

The first volume of the bibliography is offered free or for exchange by Jamal

search of medical literature’, ‘How to use bibliographical guides’, ‘How to 
draw up a list of references’, and ‘Methods of citation in bibliography’.

1957 edition. Tokyo, Tokyo Library Bureau, Box 1641 Tokyo Central,

The first edition, published in 1952, contained 880 titles of Japanese learned 
periodicals. Beginning in January 1957, the new and revised edition is being 
published in three or four parts, each part containing some 700 entries. When 
all the parts have appeared, possibly by May, a one-volume edition will be 
published. The titles are given in Japanese characters and in romanized form 
according to the Hepburn and Kunrei systems.

all literary works which appeared during the period and lists the most impor- 
tant reviews about them. Soviet writers are not included as they were dealt 
with in a separate work, Sovetskij pisatel’, published in 1952. The first volume, 
covering the years 1938-45, is in two parts, both arranged alphabetically by 
the author: the first lists belles lettres in Russian or translated into Russian, to- 
gether with reviews of each book and literature on the authors; the second lists 
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literary studies on authors or specific works. There are indexes of biblio. 
graphical sources and authors.

The 
public library is analysed under the following headings: structure and govern- 
ment; service; book and non-book materials; personnel; technical services; 
and physical facilities. The supplement shows what the current costs would be 
for a fully adequate library service.

As from January 1957, Aslib information and Aslib proceedings have been incor- 
porated into one new monthly publication under the above title. The new 
journal ensures prompt publication of papers read at meetings, and includes 
correspondence on matters of general interest to members, news of the plans 
and activities of branches and groups, and fuller information than it had been 
possible to give hitherto about the council’s policy decisions and the activities 
of its committees.

It includes chapters on the standardization of headings, cataloguing serial 
publications, analytical references in author catalogues, etc.

xiv-+189 p. 24 16 cm. (ACRL monograph no. 16.) $4.25. 

This comprehensive study of the use of scientific literature by scientists and of 

the problems of library service for them is based on an analysis of 37,800 refer- 

ences to scientific serials in eight sciences—mathematics, physics, chemistry, 
geology, physiology, botany, zoology and entomology. It includes, among 
some 30 charts and tables, lists of the 100 most-cited serials in each of the 
eight sciences, arranged in order of the number of references to each title. 

The study analyses trends in the use of serials by comparing the present lists 

with earlier lists covering the same subjects. Changes in the scope and use of 

individual titles are shown. The analysis also reveals the comparative value 
of earlier volumes of serials and the relative importance of books and serials 
in each of the eight sciences.

There are also accounts 
of this type of library work in Norway, Sweden, the United Kingdom and the 
United States of America.

For 
each language there are notes on its peculiarities and a short glossary of words 
most likely to be found on title pages and in ‘preliminaries’.

Revised and considerably enlarged edition of a work first published in 1949, 
It is a detailed and practical guide and covers all stages in the physical handlin 
and treatment of maps, relief models, globes and atlases in the library from 
the moment of their receipt. Sections describe the various methods of protecting 
and strengthening maps, which may be applied both to newly received ma 
as an initial conservation procedure and for the repair of sheets already in the 
collection. 

The merits of the various types of map-filing equipment are considered in 
relation to the needs of particular types of collection, to the material to be 
housed and to the resources available. There is an extensive bibliography.

The third edition of this book has been almost entirely rewritten and rearranged, 
and a bibliography citing nearly 500 references has been added. ‘Despite these 
changes and this expansion the theme of the book remains as before: namely 
that purposefully directed experimental “research” and efficiently exploited 
“records” are interdependent necessities for progress and that they form a 
cycle.’ This theme is developed in the first three chapters: “The nature and 
methods of technical science’, “The progression from science into technology’ 
and “The substance of technical science’. The three following chapters give 
articulars of ‘Organizations in Britain’, ‘Organizations in other countries’, 
including those whose function is ‘collative’ in the special sense that the word 
is used here (such as learned societies) as well as those whose function is also 
experimental (such as universities and the research stations under the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research, with its counterparts elsewhere), 
The last three chapters deal with the techniques and media of documentation 
that join these varied activities into an organic whole. 


(175) HausporFrer (Walter), comp. Handbook of commercial, financial and 
information services. 5th edition. New York, Special Libraries Asso- 
ciation, 31 East roth Street, 1956. 240 p. 23 15 cm. $5. 

The fourth edition of this reference book, published in 1944, has long been 
out of print; the fifth edition has been completely revised and enlarged. It 
describes in detail 776 organizations which supply specialized information on 
either a contract or a demand basis. It lists investment, taxation, market 
research, insurance, utility, advertising, transportation, and other specialized 
agencies—most of them in the United States and Canada, but also a few in 
other countries. Entries are arranged alphabetically by firms’ names, and 
include for each agency: address, periodical and book publications, scope and 
types of services offered, and, when available, price and charges. The hand- 
book includes a subject and service name index, and a list of additional general 
information sources.

INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE 


ON SCIENTIFIC INFORMATION IN U.S.A. 


Further details have now been received 
concerning the International Conference 
on Scientific Information, briefly an- 
nounced in the Bulletin (Vol. XI, No. 1, 
item 3), which the U.S. National Science 
Foundation, the National Academy of 
Sciences-National Research Council and 
the American Documentation Institute 
will convene in 1958. The conference 
will be held in Washington, D.C., early 
in November 1958, and will provide for 
a thorough discussion of present develop- 
ments and research pertaining to the 
organization and dissemination of scien- 
tific information, with special emphasis on 
storage and retrospective search. 

The subject matter to be covered at 
the conference will be grouped in the 
following general areas: 

1. Requirements of scientists for scientific 
literature and reference services: know- 
ledge now available and methods of 
ascertaining their requirements. 

2. Function and effectiveness of abstract- 
ing and indexing services for storage 
and retrieval of scientific information 
and possible development of such 
services. 

3. Effectiveness of scientific monographs, 
compendia, and specialized informa- 
tion: survey of present practices, 
trends, and new and proposed tech- 
niques and types of services. 

4. Organization of information for storage 
and retrospective search: compara- 
tive characteristics of existing systems. 

5. Organization of knowledge for storage 

and retrospective search: conceptual 

and mechanical problems in_ the 
design of new systems. 

Organization of information for storage 

and retrospective search: possible de- 

velopment of a general theory of 
storage and search. 

7. Responsibilities of governmental bodies, 
professional societies, universities, and 
research and industrial organizations 
for research and training in scientific 
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documentation and for operation of 

scientific information services. 
Participation in the conference will be 
limited to specialists in the fields covered 
by this agenda. These will include authors 
of papers accepted for inclusion in the 
conference programme and members of 
Review Panels, which are the working 
panels, designated to lead the discussion 
of papers in each working area. In the 
interest of effective discussion it is believed 
that the number of participants must not 
exceed 150. 

Final authority for accepting papers for 
the programme has been vested by the 
sponsors in a Conference Committee. 
This committee, through the secretariat, 
will call on the services of the most highly 
qualified experts throughout the world 
to referee all papers submitted. The 
Conference Committee invites contribu- 
tions to the conference programme from 
workers anywhere in the world who are 
interested in presenting papers in any 
of the areas covered by the agenda of 
the conference. Efforts will be made to as- 
sist interested authors to attend the con- 
ference. 

Papers accepted for inclusion on the 
conference programme will be printed 
and distributed to all participants at 
least two months in advance of the 
conference date, so that they will not 
need to be read in their entirety at the 
conference. The papers and an appropri- 
ately edited account of the discussions at 
the conference will be published in book 
form as the ‘Proceedings of the Con- 
ference on Scientific Information’.

This International Study Conference will 
- held at Dorking, England, from 13 to 

7 May 1957, participation being limited 
to 40 invited experts, It is being organized 
by Aslib (4 Palace Gate, London, W.8) 
as the British member of the International 
Federation for Documentation, in co- 
operation with the Classification Research 
Group which exists independently in 
London and with the University of Lon- 
don School of Librarianship and Archives. 
In their preliminary announcement the 
organizers express the view that, although 
other methods—such as the alphabetical 
subject index, the classified index, the co- 
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The original Library, opened in 19309, 
consisted of one room with a maximum 
capacity of 5,000 volumes—for it also did 
duty as reading-room and office. The 
government has built a second room of 
about the same size to serve as a reading 
room for 80 people instead of the 40 who 


could be accommodated in the first. The 
library can now house, under normal 
conditions, over 15,000 volumes. The 


government has also now bought modern, 
metal furniture specially designed for the 
library. Two special vacuum cleaners 
help to protect the collections from damp, 
insects and microbes. 

With a view to improving its collection, 
the Library has bought the former Ben- 
jemin Vincent Library, consisting of some 
1,500 Haitian works of various periods, 
about 200 numbers of foreign reviews 
and magazines, each containing an 
article on Haiti, a complete set of the 
review, Le Temps, nearly 70 old maps of 
the island, a number of rare, framed 
lithographs, and over 300 books of the 
colonial period some of which are exceed-

ingly rare. The former Adhémar Auguste 
Library has also been purchased; this 
includes over 1,500 works, all of them 
bound, on law, history, science and 
literature. The library has obtained cer- 
tain other collections, among which men- 
tion should be made of complete sets of 
the following reviews: La Ronde, Haiti 
littéraire et scientifique (all three series), 
L’Essor, the Revue de la Ligue de la jeunesse, 
and the Revue de la Société d’histoire, de 
géographie et de géologie.

In this 
way the government has enabled the 
National Library to carry out its duties 
to the community with enhanced suc- 
cess.

Almost every Latin American country 
contributed to the success of the festival 
by sending examples of their publica- 
tions, and some 40,000 books from 27 
countries were displayed.

This association was formally constituted 


at a meeting held in the University of 


London on 25 October 1956. Dr. Roger 
Thomas of Dr. William’s Library, Lon- 
don, was elected chairman, Its aim, as 
set out in the constitution which was 
adopted at the meeting, is ‘to promote 
the interests of libraries, scholars, and 
librarians’ in the fields of theology and 
philosophy. The membership includes 
institutions, large and small as well as 
a number of individuals. It hopes to 
help its member libraries in a variety 
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In the south-west of France there are 
two important canals on which there is 
a considerable amount of traffic carrying 
wine, petrol, heavy raw materials, etc. 
Both canals start from Toulouse, one 
going across country to the port of Séte, 
a distance of nearly 300 kilometres, the 
other running parallel to the river 
Garonne for a distance of nearly 200 kilo- 
metres towards Bordeaux. The 1,050 
people working and living on the canals 
consist of 580 bargees, including 180 child- 
ren of school age, and 470 officials res- 
ponsible for operation and maintenance. 
The bargees, who are particularly at- 
tached to their own mode of life and 
traditions, move about exclusively within 
the network of the canals, calling several 
times a year at Toulouse where the 
Canal Directorate is housed. 

Until recently these people had no 
facilities of any sort for obtaining reading 
material, but in June 1956 a library was 
created especially for them in a branch 
of the Social Services of the Canal Direc- 
torate, books being provided by the 
Toulouse Municipal Library. The Canal 
library is managed by the engineer in 
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with the library situation in Panama and 
took note of the work achieved by the 
Medellin Public Library Pilot Project 
(Colombia).

secretariat. It is open every day for the 
bargees passing through Toulouse and 
for administrative personnel. Bargees and 
young people can borrow books freely, 
but the members of the administrative 
staff are asked to pay a small subscrip- 
tion. Books are also sent to bargees and 
staff members away from ‘Toulouse 
through the various shipping offices along 
the canals at Bordeaux, Agen, Carcas- 
sonne and Séte, which act as relay offices. 
A special depot of books for children and 
their instructors has been organized in 
the holiday camp for the bargees at La 
Nouvelle beach. 

In order to give as much publicity as 
possible to the library, the Canal Admi- 
nistration has multigraphed the catalogue 
of its collections and distributed it widely 
together with a notice on how to make 
the best use of the new service. For the 
moment, in view of the psychological 
conditions under which the service has 
started and the relatively low degree of 
culture of many of its users, the library’s 
collections consist mostly of light litera- 
ture (romances, adventure stories, etc.),
